The figure was the smallest in 
the last decade and a tremendous 
drop from a total of 346 posted 
last year. 

The heaviest loss of live in a sin- 
gle accident was reported near 
Valparaiso, Fla., where five per- 
sons were drowned when a motor-

| sized. 


Fishing boats rescued sur- 
vivors who clung to the overturn- 
ed craft. 

City and state officials pointed 
to their crusades for a safer and 
saner Fourth as the cause for the 
prevention of fireworks deaths. 
Also, they said, a fireworks acci- 
dent which claimed six lives in 
Idaho last Friday, although tragic, 
served as a warning to others 
throughout the nation. 

Automobile accidents accounted 
for the greatest number of deaths 
—92 in 26 states. Twenty-two 
were drowned and 22 others killed 
in Sunday accidents.

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A MORE EFFECTIVE LAW 
Advocates of such regimentation of workers 
as that proposed under the Black-Connery bill 
to establish minimum wages and maximum 
hours for labor in all industries and in every 
section of the country are apt to forget a much 
more important and more effective law which 
has been in effect ever since commerce and 
industry were born. That is the law of supply 
and demand. 

Tinkering with this basic law should arouse 
well-justified fear in the hearts of the workers 
—those who are supposed to be the benefi- 
ciaries of such experiments in economic theory. 
For any arbitrary enforcement of unsound 
practice can result in only one thing, the dis- 
ruption of industry and business as a whole. 
It is self-evident that the greatest sufferer 
from any such disruption will be the worker. 
He. always has been in the past and, perforce, 
always will be in the future. 

Higher wages and _ shorter work hours, 
brought about by force, cannot but destroy 
the economic balance under which American 
business is now climbing towards a prosperity 
unknown in the past. The results of that pros- 
perity will react to the greatest benefit among 
the workers themselves, provided irresponsible 
forces, either from within labor’s own ranks 
or from impractical theorists without, do not 
interfere. 

Wages in America have steadily increased 
during the decades tHat are gone and at the 
same time the hours of work have steadily 
decreased. This has been as the result of nor- 
mal processes of adjustment, and in a way 
that has helped, rather than hindered, the 
industry which pays those wages. It has been 
accomplished in full compliance with the in- 
flexible law of supply and demand and not by 
attempting to challenge the foundations of 
economic Stability. 

The time will come when still higher wages 
and shorter hours may be possible without 
injury to business or to the worker himself. 
That time must come, however, by orderly 
process. It is a result which cannot be forced 
and efforts to achieve millenniums before the 
world is ready must, by inexorable law, not only 
fail but tend to undo the good that has been 
achieved before. 

The Black-Connery bill would force manu- 
facturers engaged in interstate commerce to 
raise the price of their products in order to 
offset the higher cost of production. It would 
have no effect, however, on the millions of 
workers outside interstate industry or on the 
clerks, white-collar employes, agricultural 
‘workers, home workers and others.

NO PLACE FOR AMERICANS 

At Goettingen the other day only seven 
American institutions of learning were repre- 
sented at a celebration to which the whole 
world of learning had been invited. That num- 
ber is a considerable drop from the 30-odd 
American scholars who attended a similar cele- 
bration at Heidelberg last year. Herr Hitler has 
in the attitude of the educators of this country 
a Striking illustration of the low estate to which 
Germany has fallen in the esteem of the people 
of the United States. 

Among the seven who appeared at Goettin- 
gen to witness the rape'of a great university, 
not one came from an outstanding college over 
here, even though a spokesman for the Massa- 
chusetts School of Technology was conspicu- 
ously present. And only two state universities 
sent delegates. - Regrettably enough, the Uni- 
versity of Alabama was one of these two. The 
other was an obscure midwestern affair. 

Why the university of our sister state should 
have chosen such associations is a mystery. Its 
professor of physics was entitled to a vacation 
abroad, but he would have found much more 
inspiration and instruction in some non-Ger- 
man university where science is still free to 
pursue its findings without having to abate its 
independence for the sake of promoting Nazi 
doctrine. 

The Alabama Polytechnic Institute at Au- 
burn has lost rating because it lacked the funds 
with which to pay standard salaries to its 
teachers. That is a situation much more read- 
ily corrected, in the enlightened opinion of the 
nation, than the lapse of the University of -Ala- 
bama into implied acceptance of Hitler’s efforts 
to degrade the human mind.

WITHOUT LOVE OF HOME 

In two recent statements, one contained in 
the report of a WPA survey of criminal court 
procedures in Georgia, and the other in a 
speech by Mrs. Lucy B. McIntire, of Savannah, 
before the recreation conference in Athens, the 
basic cause of most youthful crime of today is 
clearly indicated. 

The WPA survey refers to young nomads, 
wandering as hitchhikers on the highways of 
the nation, without ties, without duties and 
without responsibilities. Mrs. McIntire declared 
“the army of bitter, disillusioned youth wander- 
ing over the continent today is due to the fact 
that young people of the nation are not an- 
chored with a deep love to any place or thing.” 

The citizen who has no patch of soil to call 
his own can never know the emotion of real 
love of country. Man springs from the earth 
and, for real manhood, requires a place of his 
own where his roots may strike deeply and 
hold firmly. 

In the heart of every worth-while man, no 
matter where his life may take him, is the 
eternal touch of tender affection for .the town 
or little village or the farm that during boy- 
hood he knew as home. There is, to him, no 
other place in all the world so lovely, no other 
spot so woven with gentle memory and peace. 

The youth who knows no place he can, with 
pride and affection, call home is to be pitied 
indeed.

WASHINGTON, July 4—(/)— 
The Works Progress Administra- 
tion, despite a growing mass of 
complaints, appeared almost sure 
today to complete its reduction of 
the rolls to 1,665,477 workers by 
July 15. 

Officials said the progressive re- 
ductions, which removed more 
than 124,000 from the WPA roster 
in the fortnight ending June 26, 
are proceeding “according to 
plan.” 

June 26 employment was 1,821,- 
151, almost 160,000 below the June 
5 level. It compared with the 
WPA peak of more than 3,000,000 
workers in February, 1936. 

Because WPA will have only 
$1,325,000,000 this fiscal year, as 
against about $2,000,000,000 in the 
last, Administrator Harry Hopkins 
ordered the rolls cut to 1,665,477 
by July 15.

BERLIN, July 4—(#)—A Cath- 
olic archbishop told his congrega- 
tion today that “the final battle 
is approaching” in church-state 
conflict, and-a Protestant congre- 
gation avowed support of their ar- 
rested pastor. 

Michael Cardinal von Faulhaber, 
archbishop of Munich, cited the 
arrest last month of a Jesuit priest 
on charges of criticizing the gov- 
ernment as evidence that “the 
fight for annihilation of the Cath- 
olic church has entered a new 
phase.” 

He asserted that “the final bat- 
tle is approaching” and that “we 
don’t hear any more about Bol- 
shevism as Public Enemy No. 1— 
it’s only the churches who are re- 
ferred to as such now.” (Catholics 
are in dispute with the reich over 
the right to direct education of 
Catholic youth, contending that 
the Reich-Vatican concordat has 
been violated on this point.) 

The Rev. Martin Niemoller’s 
Protestant Confessional Synod 
congregation crowded his Dahlem 
church to hear a substitute pastor 
defend his integrity and patrio- 
tism. 

Their petition for submission to 
the Ministry of Justice declared 
that the arrested pastor never had 
revolted against the state but 
fought always for maintenance of 
the Christian faith.

The Constitution was signed

Good use is sometimes made of 
fireworks to help airplane pilots 
when they make a forced landing 
at night. “Parachute flares” are 
dropped, and they burn for sev- 
eral minutes, lighting up a good- 
sized area and giving the pilot a 
better chance of landing safely.
